Report of School Board 


The annual meeting of the school district was held at the 
Town Hall March 12, 1935, and the following officers were 
elected: Perley R. Bean, moderator; Leslie F. Hayden, clerk; 
Francis N. Gray, treasurer; Eugene C. Patridge, auditor. 
Gladys M. Smith was elected a member of the school board 
for three years. 

The school board met and was organized as follows: Eloise 
B. Sheehy, chairman; Gladys M. Smith, secretary. 

We take this opportunity to thank our superintendent, Mr. 
Towle, our teachers, the Parent-Teacher Association and all 
others who are working to make our school a success. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report as super- 
intendent of schools, the seventeenth in the series. 

The statistical tables accompanying this report, more in 
number than usual, are designed to give a clearer and better 
picture of our schoo) plant, our pupils and teachers, the way 
they live and work, our relations with our school neighbors and 
the cost of it all. Table I shows at a glance where each pupil 
is for whose schooling Newfields levies taxes; there are eight 
such pupils fewer than last year at this time, mostly of the 
high school grades. 

Table II gives the history of the Newfields schools for the 
year ending June 30, 1935. The same statistics for the last 
ten years are contained in Table III, a collection of interesting 
facts such as the recent fine reduction in the number of tardi- 
nesses. Table IV records some of the same facts and other 
important statistics for each of the districts in our Union, No. 
16, for last year. Tables V and VI show the cost of education 
per $1,000 of equalized valuation for Newfields and the asso- 
ciated districts of the Union, as well as for the districts having 
the lowest and highest cost in New Hampshire. Good attend- 
ance is recorded in Table VII in a new way which seems, in 
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the long run, to be fairer to those who take pride in regular 
attendance. By this means credit is given for a full week of 
attendance wherever the week occurs in the school year. 

The modern public school is expected to teach and to provide 
practice in a number of subjects which were foreign to the 
schools of twenty-five years ago. This newer content of the 
course of study is designed better to equip our children while 
they are school citizens to become worthy adult citizens of the 
community. Health is one of these subjects. For an insight 
into the health side of our schools I refer you to the report of 
Mrs. Sheehy, our school nurse, appended to this report; it 
tells us that all our children have been examined thoroughly 
and inpsected frequently, that every case of defective vision 
has been treated, that a dental clinic has cared for every case 
of defective teeth and that only one pupil remains unpro- 
tected from smal] pox. The Parent-Teacher Association and 
all others who have helped Mrs. Sheehy in her valuable work 
deserve the sincere thanks of the district. 

Our attractive plant is kept in neat condition and at a com- 
fortable temperature by our janitor, Mr. Hayden. The 
Parent-Teacher Association is untiring in its work for the 
physical plant, having in the last few years provided shades, 
water and a number of other advantages. It would bea fitting 
climax of these years of effort if our magnificent well of water 
could be put to use not only in the wash basins and drinking 
fountains, where it is so valuable, but in flush toilets, thus 
making our plant completely sanitary and effective for health. 

Our school is, of course, concerned with training not only in 
personal morals and manners, but in public and community 
morals and manners. We have been disturbed in the past by 
complaints of rowdy conduct of school boys on the street. 
Genuine endeavor to correct this, insofar as it is possible for 
the school to correct it, has been made by the teachers, I think 
with a considerable degree of success. At any rate complaints 
of rowdy conduct on the street have ceased and the pupils are 
well mannered in school. 
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It is disturbing when high school students of good ability 
begin to lose interest and leave school, not required to do so by 
economic need. We have more of this than we could wish and, 
even though the remedy is so remote as to be impossible, the 
fact is distressing. It is the purpose of our teachers that every 
bit of intellectual power shall be trained in those who go on 
from our local school and that none shall proceed who are not 
prepared or have become so old and large as to require new 
surroundings. Assurance of the readiness for the work of the 
next grade is required down through all the grades. Special 
emphasis is being put on this matter at the present time. The 
teachers are requiring of pupils all the effort they can give; in 
turn they themselves spare no pains in their efforts to bring the 
best teaching possible into the class room. 

Music has, hitherto, not been a subiect for state aid. It is 
the plan of the State Board of Education now, however, to aid 
the teaching of music as other subiects are aided and the 
services of a special teacher may be had, under certain condi- 
tions, at no additional cost to the district, since all the costs of 
approved items above the amount of one-half of one per cent. 
of the equalized valuation of the district is met by state aid. 
I recommend that we take advantage of this opportunity and 
qualify for the aid. 

With sincere appreciation for your interest and that of 
parents and friends in the welfare of our children, and for the 
help you give to the superintendent and teachers in their work,
